nation, despite crime waves recurrent in th-e larger .cities is the 
conclusion of the National Probation Association as indicated in 
;a recent report issued from its New York headquarters.' Justice 
Franklin Chase Hoyte, presiding justice of the Children's Court in 
that city, the chairman of the board of directors of the association, 
"asserts that "the decrease -in -the number of cases in New York 
city especially is the result of civic and social effort to eliminate 
the causes which have been responsible for delinquency and ne- 
glect. 


The report of the association shows that during the past year 


there'were 3,000 fe\rer_cases of juvenile delinquency in-'the city 
of New York than there were ten,years ago in spite of the greatly 
increased population. In-Chicago a 30 per cent drop is shown. 
The report is encouraging and optimistic in tone and is replete 
with corresponding data oh the same subject covering the entire 
nation. 


The association has developed a program for studying the 


conditions surrounding young delinquents in many parts, of-the 
country. It is .assisting local organizations to obtain more ade- 
"quate legislation for children's Courts and probation work in half 
a dozen states and is Working for the passage of a Federal pro- 
bation law by Congress which will enable Federal courts to deal 
raore effectively with youthful delinquents 
held

charges. 


The actual good such an organization as the National Proba- 


tion Association accomplishes can never be estimated. 
Their 


service to the country and to mankind at large is indeed invalua-
